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Claims 1-3 and 5-6 are presented for examination. 

The amendments and remarks filed on February 28 2005 have been received and 
entered. 

Claims 1-3 and 5-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102 (b) for the reasons set forth 
on page 2 of the office action of May 7, 2003. 

Applicant's arguments and remarks have been carefully considered, but are not 
deemed to be persuasive. Applicant alleges criticality to the treatment of sever 
glaucoma in comparison with glaucoma in general as taught by Hoyng et al. The 
allegation is not well taken. To use a composition being used for treating glaucoma in 
general and use it for the treatment of any types of glaucoma is the inherent property of 
such composition. Applicant also argues that the reduction of IOP for patients having 
severe glaucoma is generally higher than patients having only elevated IOP, using the 
claimed combination. The arguments are not well taken. The presented data in the 
specification do not demonstrate such advantage.
